recommending measures to reduce the likelihood or the consequences of accidental releases
and proposing corrective steps to make chemical production, processing, handling and
storage as safe and free from risk of injury as is possible;”

3. The Board has issued such recommendations to the Environmental Technology Council
based upon the findings of the Board’s Veolia Environmental Services investigation;

4. Consistent with Order 022, the Board is to vote on changes to the status of recommendations;

5. The staff of the Office of Recommendations proposes that the status of the above named
recommendations should be changed, as described in the attached Recommendation
Response Evaluation.
